license su.spension, it fails to state 
such driving is unlawful. 
—The old license revocation law, 
passed in 1937, applies to condi­ 
tions “ as provided in this act.” be­ 
fore the points law took effect. 
The 1937 law still stands. 
“ Apparently 
t h e 
Legislature 
didn’t accomplish what it intend­ 
ed,” Troyer said, “ It is axiomatic 
that statutes creating and defining 
crirrtes cannot be extended by a 
judicial interpretation of Ui^ law- 
mak ers* iiUent. The court must tak e 
the law as w ritten." 
Lincoln Municipal Judge Richard 
0 . Johnson replied that the words 
“ revok e” and “ suspend” are used 
interchangeably. 
He said he doesn’t consider such 
u.se of the term s serious enough to 
question legality of the law. 
Dep. Co. Atty Paul Douglas, who 
prosecutes State Patrol ca.ses in 
Muny Court, agreed the now m eas­ 
ure “ usn’t tlie best writ.ten law.” 
Penalty Clause 
If there is a loophole, he contin­ 
ued, it will be because of the 
penalty clause in the sta te’s fi­ 
nancial responsibility law. 
Douglas explained that the pen­ 
alty for driving on a suspended 
license varied, depending on the 
law under which the offender lost 
his license. 
To rem edy the situation, he con­ 
tinued, the Legislature passed the 
new law mak ing a jail sentence 
m andatory for any person driving 
on suspended license^ regardless 
of the original conviction. 
“ But they (the legislators) for­ 
got to revok e the penalty for driv­ 
ing on a suspended license under 
the financial responsibility law,” 
Douglas said. 
No Jail Provision 
That law does not provide for a 
m andatory jail sentence. 
Ctouglas said 
he 
suppa:« d 
it 
would be possible for a judge to 
invok e the financial responsibility 
law and not impose a jail term 
as specified in the new law.

Pri* frrn liiro iiir Ta x 
LINCOLN - From over 30 years 
of teaching experience in Neb ras­ 
ka and Iowa, it is my b elief that 
the "b roadening of the tax b ase" 
would merely complicate rather 
than simplify the system. 
The present provisions of the 
Constitution reflect- the wisest and 
most practical thinking of the peo­ 
ple and of the legislators. 
It presupposes the honesty and 
sincerity of the property owner; 
and when the laws, as the Gover­ 
nor ha* said, are properly en­ 
forced, neither a sales nor an in­ 
come tax is neces.sary. 
Since economic changes are in­ 
evitab le, as an instance of a desire 
for fewer hours of lab or and high­ 
er pay (in some cases entirely 
unwarranted) on the part of some 
government officials, an income 
tax might meet with little ob jec­ 
tion from non-property owners, or 
from those who own real estate, 
providing assessed values or levy 
rate* b e reduced. 
Why could not farm, personal, 
and realty as.se.ssmenLs or levy 
rates b e adjusted proportionately 
to farm income? The plan would 
offer relief to the farmer whose 
tax b urden is out of proportion to 
his inccme 
The sales tax is regarded b y 
many who have had experience 
with its operation to b e the mo.st 
vicious way of raising funds for 
the expense of government. It is 
a b urden and a nuisance to b usi- 
ne.ssman and customer.

Pending that, Secretary Brucker is slated for 
questioning on why this report has never b een 
disclosed.
